SALE OF UNCLAIMED GOODS IN GERMAN 


OCCUPIED TERRITORY. 


Owing to the loss of documents the owners of 

certain goods held up on the Rhineland railways 
cannot be traced nor can the goods be forwarded to 
their destinations. 

The Rhineland High Commission has accordingly 
passed an Ordinance authorising as from 10th June 
the unloading of trucks and the sale of unclaimed 
woods on the railways worked by the Commission. 
Any goods which can be identified and which are 
claimed before 10th June by their lawful owners 
will be handed over. 

The proceeds of the goods sold will be placed in 
& special account and a refund in French francs 
of such proceeds will be made to the lawful owner 
if he presents a valid claim within one year. Parti- 
culars of unclaimed goods will be advertised before 








RUSSIAN STATE TRUST LAW. 


The Commercial Secretary at Moscow reports that 
a Decree of the Ceuncil of People’s Commissaries, 
dated 10th April, codifying the laws governing the 
operations of the State Trusts, has been published. 

The only clauses of interest to British firms are 
Nos. 16 and 17, under which the capital of the con- 
pany is divided into foundation and w orking capital, 
and legal claims which can be considered as apply- 
ing to working capital are to be settled by the 
Courts as though the property of private persons was 
in question. Claims w hich, by their nature, are con- 
sidered to apply to the foundation capital of a Trust 
can only be prosecuted in accordance with Clause 22 


of the Russian Civil Code, which reads as follows :— 

Nationalised and municipalised undertakings, their equip- 
ment, railways and rolling stock, nationalised and muni- 
cipalised buildings and nationalised vessels, are removed 
from the sphere of private transactions and cannot be 
alienated or mortgaged by those organs under whose direc- 
tion they are placed; nor can they be used for satisfying 
creditors, Nationalised and municipalised undertakings, 
buildings and vessels can be leased in the manner laid down 
by the Law. 

| Notr.—The disposal of useless or worn out parts of the 
property mentioned in the above clause is regulated by 
special rules. | 

It is thus apparent that claims against State 
Trusts can only be satisfied from the working capital 
of the Trust and not from the permanent resources. 


MEDICAL AID AT SEA BY WIRELESS. 

The Board of Trade has been informed that 
arrangements have been made by the Norwegian and 
Swedish Governments for the transmission gratis of 
medical advice from the Bergen and the Gothenburg 
Radio Stations in cases of sickness or accident on 
board ship. The master of the ship in question can 
send a wireless telegram in Norwegian, Danish, 
Swedish, German, E nglish or French, containing a 
short report of the case to either of these stations, 
whence it will be transmitted to the Bergen Muni- 
cipal Hospital or the Almanna och Sahlgrenska 
Hospital at Gothenburg respectively. The doctors 
at these Institutions will dispatch by wireless the 
advice which they consider should be given in the 
circumstances. No charge will be made either for 
the telegrams or the advice.

UNITED STATES MANUFACTURING 
STANDARDS. 

Uniform standards of colours, shades and con- 
tainers were adopted on 26th April at a Conference 
of representatives of the paint industry with the 
United States Department of Commerce, states the 
Commercial Counsellor at Washington. 

The Conference adopted a proposal that half- 
gallon cans of all varieties be discontinued and that 
all sizes smaller than half-pints be eliminated except 
for stains, gold and aluminium paints and household 


enamels. 

Two lb. and 3 lb. cans are to be eliminated, while pints of 
house paints, flat wall paints and porch paints are to be 
scrapped. All sizes less than gallons for barn and roof paints 
and shingle stains are to go. Oblong or square varnish cans 
are to be entirely eliminated in sizes running smaller than 


gallons. 
It was announced that floor paints would be limited to 


eight shades and tints, while among other limits fixed were 
32 for house paints, 10 for ename Is, eight for carriage paints 
and varnish stains, all exclusive of black and white. 

The theory of standardised production through 
the simplification of varieties of manufacture is 
meeting with approval throughout the country. 

Motor tyre makers report hi aving invested 7 mil- 
lion dols. in simplification, the shoe ndialey has 
been enabled to make more shoes per operator at a 
lower cost than anticipated, and makers of rubber 
products have cut 145 articles to 29 and do a larger 
business.

POLAND. 





INDUSTRIAL POSSIBILITIES. 


Poland, after the incorporation of Polish Upper 
Silesia, had an area of 386,273 square kilometres 
and a population on 3slst December last of 
7,160,163 people. Last year began under favour-

The rapid and continuous fall of the mark dur- 
ing the latter half of the year was attributed to the 
unfavourable political situation beginning with the 
protracted Cabinet crisis in July, whilst a_ less 
rigorous application of the financial programme ot 
1921 is believed to have been the cause of the large 
deficit and of the growth of inflation. The country 
has not yet benefited from the improvement of the 
tiade balance, and will not do so whilst the Polish 
currency remains depreciated, as the prriags from 
exports are mostly kept in countries with a high 
valuta, and do not return to Poland. ps rotte how- 
ever, the stabilisation of the Polish mark is effected, 
which, in its turn, should be followed by an appre- 
ciation of the currency, it is evident that a favour- 
able trade balance will undoubtedly contribute 
considerably towards the improvement of the finan- 
cial situation of the country. The maintenance of 
the favourable trade balance will, however, depend 
on the adoption of a liberal export policy by the 
Government, and on the development of the export 
trade of raw materials and manufactured goods: 
if it is possible to keep the cost of production, caleu- 
lated on a gold basis, below that of other exporting 
countries, the prospects would appear to be favour- 
able. 

The addition of the Upper Silesian province with 
its rich mineral wealth and highly developed in- 
dustries has largely increased the assets of Poland. 
The very considerable difficulties with which the 
Polish Government was faced at the time of the 
taking over of the administration of that district in 
June, 1922, of which transport was the most impor- 
tant, are slowly being removed. The practical level- 
ling up of the German and the Polish currency 
diminished the difficulties very considerably from a 
financial point of view. In spite of the deteriora- 
tion of the financial situation, the industries were 
prosperous, and, with the exception of the petroleum 
industry, production inereased in all branches, 
especially in the coal and cotton textile industries. 
Agriculture made satisfactory progress. The area 
under cultivation was increased, and in spite of the 
very limited application of artificial fertilisers, the 
purchase of which has become difficult owing to the 
depreciation of the currency, the crops of grains, 
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roots, and grasses largely exceeded those of last 
year and also the quantities required for inland con- 
sumption, thus leaving a not negligible margin for 
export. 

The value of exports are believed to have ex- 
ceeded, at the close of the year, the value of imports. 
Jt was obtained by the development of the local in- 
dustries causing a smaller demand for foreign 
articles, and by increased exports of raw materials 
and manufactured goods. The export trade to 
Poland from countries with a high valuta decreased 
as a result of the smaller purchasing power of the 
Polish mark, whilst trade relations with Germany 
developed in consequence of the gradual disappear- 
ance of the discrepancy between the German and 
the Polish mark, and owing to the raising of the 
embargo on exports from Germany to Poland. The 
country suffered severely from the rising tide of 
prices, which is partly due to profiteering. The 
cost of living increased during the year by 39412 
per cent., whilst the index number rose from 100 in 
1913 to 2,309°75 at the end of 1922; wages were in- 
creased frequently in proportion to the rise in the 
eost of living, the latter reacting on the cost of 
production, thus creating a v icious circle. The con- 
tinuous rise in the cost of living 1s causing justified 
apprehensions regarding the future, as it may seri- 
ously affect the situation and cause social unrest. 
As living on earnings becomes more and more 
difficult, speculation is developing rapidly, and 
becoming one of the causes of the rise in prices. 
Labour conditions were, on the whole, not un- 
favourable; there are indications that labour is be- 
coming less susceptible to Communist propaganda. 


Mr. R. E. Kimens, Commercial Secretary at 
Warsaw, from whose Report we have taken 
the foregoing observations, adds that the events 
of last year prove that if internal political 
stability 1s reached and there are no international 
complications, the country 1s in a position to attain 
an equilibrium of its Budget—primarily through 
higher taxation and curtailment of expenditure, 
and a favourable trade balance through the develop- 
ment of the natural resources and the industries of 
the country. Poland has consequently all the 
necessary assets to extricate herself from the present 
difficult financial position and to build up gradually 
her financial and general economic structure on 
a sound basis. It will depend on the financial policy 
of the Government and on the support which the 
Government receives from the Diet and the nation. 


Uprer SILESIA. 


The allocation to Poland in virtue of the decision 
of the League of Nations of the south-eastern part 
of Upper Silesia with its exceptionally rich mineral] 
deposits and highly developed industries has very 
considerably increased the economic wealth of the 
Polish State. The more important industries in 
Polish Upper Silesia are the coal, the iron and steel 
and the zine industries. Of the 62 coal mines in 
this district, 49 became Polish, 11 mines remained 
in Germany, whilst two mines will be partly 
German and partly Polish. The proportion of the 
production in 1920 was 24,101,907 and 7,508,439 
tons respectively. Moreover, it is estimated that 90 
per cent. of the undeveloped coal fields is in Polish 
territory. Poland has received all the Upper 
Silesian zine works, 24 in number, and 11 out of 
14 zine mines with a production of 81:9 per cent. 
of the total output of zine ore. 

The iron and _= steel industries are highly 
developed. The maintenance of these industries on 
their present level and their further expansion will 
depend on the possibility of obtaining sufficient 
quantities of high grade ore from Sweden, as the 
import from Soviet ‘Russia is for the time being 
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ruled out and as the quality of the Polish and 
Upper Silesian ore is inferior. ‘The prosperity of 
these industries will also be conditional on the 
possibility of maintaining the German and the 
capturing of the eastern markets for the sale of the 
products of those industries. The chemical industry 
in Polish Upper Silesia has attained a very con- 
siderable development and is based mainly on the 
sulphurous acid which is obtained from the smelt- 
ing of the zinc ore and on the by-products of the 
coal and tar distillation. 

All other industries, i.e., the sugar, cement, tex- 
tile, paper, brewing, etc., have mostly remained in 
German Upper Silesia. The maintenance of the 
German currency as legal tender in Polish Upper 
Silesia met with strong criticism from financial 
circles in Poland, on the ground that the existence 
of two currencies in one State, the Polish and the 
German mark, must necessarily lead to difficulties; 
the latter were, however, considerably reduced by 
the practical levelling up of the two exchanges to- 
wards the end of the year. With regard to railway 
transport Poland was faced with a problem of very 
ereat magnitude, the line of demarcation having 
been drawn on political grounds, without any con- 
sideration of the 1 ailways. Poland was left without 
shunting and distributing stations and without 
workshops. Conditions at the time of the handing 
over of the district to Poland were critical, but have 
been steadily improving. 

Under normal political, financial, social, and 
transport conditions, the industries of Polish U pper 
Silesia should be able to dev elop very considerably; 
the future depends largely on a harmonious co- 
operation of the Polish Government with the in- 
dustries of the district which are in German hands, 
and on the maintenance of close economic relations 
with Germany. ‘The French are showing consider- 
able interest in Polish Upper Silesia. <A group of 
five coal mines which, by virtue of the Agreement 
regarding Upper Silesia, have become Polish State 
property, have been leased to a French consortium. 
Two French banks, one with a capital of 20 million 
French francs and the other with a capital of 250 
million German marks, have also been started with 
head offices at Katowice. British capital has so far 
been invested only in one industrial undertaking. 
Nothing has been heard of other foreign invest- 
ments. 


THe Textite INDUSTRY. 


The cotton industry developed very satisfactorily 
during 1922 owing to the larger demand from the 
home ‘market, and on account of the development of 
the export trade. At the close of the year the 
output in the 47 mills belonging to the Polish 
Textile Association exceeded the pre-war produc- 
tion by 40 per cent. This increase was attained by 
running the mills in two and, in some cases, three 
shifts. A considerable number of plants were in- 
creased in the course of the year, and there was a 
fair demand for British textile machinery, spare 
parts, and belting of the very best quality. Lodz 
is gradually introducing the manufacture of fine 
counts, which before the war used to be purchased 
in Russia and Great Britain. The industry suffered 
as all others, to a large extent, from the tightness 
of money in Poland, and towards the end of the 
year the situation became critical. Its future 
depends on the possibility of increasing the home 
demand, as to which there should be no difficulty, 
in view of the growing purchasing power of the 
rural population, and on the maintenance of the 
export trade, which will depend in a large measure 
on whether the cost of production of her manufac- 
tures on a gold basis remains lower than in other 
competing countries. 
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The wool industry did not make the same progress 
as the cotton industry, but at the end of the year the 
production in the 41 mills belonging to the Textile 
Association represented 64 per cent. of the pre-war 
production. The requirements of the home market 
are still small, though it is hoped that the demand 
will increase. The export of woollen goods is also 
more difficult, as there is a small demand for them 
in Russia. This industry was also severely handi- 
capped by the tightness of money and the depreci- 
ation of the currency, which rendered the purchas- 
ing of wool abroad very difficult. The demand for 
hosiery 1s becoming more general. ‘The jute and 
silk industries made satisfactory progress. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 


There was a marked improvement in the foreign 
trade in 1922, especially in the second half of the 
year, resulting from a simultaneous reduction of 
imports and development ot exports. Imports de- 
creased steadily, firstly on account of the develop- 
ment of native industries, secondly on account of 
the depreciation of the currence y and thirdly owing 
to the iIncorpors ition of Polish | pper Silesia, as the 
coal, coke, and other products which had _ been 
imported from that district became, as from June, 
native produce. At the same time, exports in- 
creased. (Grreater production and _ lower prices 
(calculated on a gold basis) than in countries with a 
higher valuta enabled the surplus to be exported, 
whilst part of the coal, zine, ete., produced in 
Polish Upper Silesia, which formerly had no in- 
fluence on the trade balance, now became an article 
of export. Asa result, the trade balance improved 
steadily during the year under review. Whilst in 
1921 the value of exports is believed to have repre- 
sented only 10 per cent. of that of imports, the 
respective figures for the period January-July, 1922, 
inclusive, are given in the following table:

As in all probability during the remaining 
months of the year there was a further reduction of 
imports and a deve lopme nt of the e xport tri ade, the 
opinion prevailing in competent official circles that 
at the end of the year the trade balance had lost its 
adverse character appears to be justified, especially 
inview of the fact that the trade with Danzig, 
Soviet Russia and the Ukraine are not included in 
the returns, and that the value of the imports 1s 
based on foreign prices, whereas exports are valued 
according to local prices, which are lower than the 
former. 

According to an official estimate, the value of 
imports from Danzig represented last year 10 per 
cent. of the total value of imports, and the value of 
exports to Danzig 25 per cent. of the value of total 
exports. The excess in the value of exports over 
imports should under normal conditions make 
further progress. The present industrial plants are 
capable of a considerable increase of production, 
and the natural resources can be very considerably 
developed. The development of the export trade 
will depend on the possibilities of keeping the cost 
of production below that of other countries, whilst 
the reduction of imports will be conditional on the 
rate of exchange; an appreciation of the currency 
may increase them. 

There was a reduction of 2,884 tons in the exports 
from Poland to Great Britain, and a decrease of 
2.576 tons in the imports during the first half vear 
of 1922, as compared with the same period in 1921. 
The figures for the second half-year are not vet 
available. 
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During the first half of 1921 the weight of exports 
to Great Britain represented 5 per cent. « the total 
exports, and imports 07 per cent. of the total 
Imports ; the corresponding figures for the whole 
vear were 9 per cent. and 1 per cent. respectively. 
[n the first half of 1922 Great Britain participated 
in the toreign trade of Poland with OY per cent. 
value of exports and with 47 per cent. in the value 
of imports. 


TRADE COMPETITION. 


There was no growth in the interest shown by 


British merchants in the Polish market during the 
vear under review. ‘The steady depreciation of the 
Polish currency rendered purchases in Great Britain 
more difficult, whilst the gradual levelling up of the 
(Jerman and the Polish exchanges also reacted un- 

favourably on British trade, and increased the 
seleien of trade between Germany and Poland, to- 
wards which the raising by the German Government 
of the embargo on exports to Poland also contri- 
buted in no small measure. On the other hand, the 
fal] 1!) prices of British manutactured eoods and 
the higher prices of German goods counterbalanced 
to a certain extent the disadvantages caused by the 
depreciation ot the Polish currency, 

In many branches of trade and industry the differ-

Competition with Czecho-Slovakia and other 
countries with a high valuta was not felt to any 
marked degree as regards prices, but the terms of 
payment offered by those countries are in most cases 


more favourable, although manufacturers, even in 
Grermany, are unwilling to deliver on credit. 
Generally speaking, the import trade of Poland 1s 
being more and more captured by countries with a 
low valuta, and it is therefore necessary, with a 
view to maintaining for British goods the Polish 
market, which subsequently should increase in im- 
portance when trade with Russia becomes easier, to 
oOrvahise the trade in such a manner as to render 


competition possible. 

It is of the greatest importance to keep British 
prices on a low level, and British firms should not 
absolute ly refuse credit in the case of firms which 
have an established reputation for stability and 
honesty. 

The disadvantages resulting from long terins of 
delivery of goods as a consequence of the less favour- 
able geographical position ot Great Britain, rela- 
tively to the countries neighbouring with Poland, 
can, toa large extent, be overcome by sg establish- 
ment of consignment warehouses enabling customers 


LO buy goods On the Spot. 


It should be borne in mind that if a merchant has 
to walt several weeks for his goods ata time of con- 
tinual fluctuations in the exchange he cannot make 
a definite ealeulation of the eost of the coods, and 
naturally becomes chary of placing orders in Great 
Britain. British firms that use a consignment ware- 
house are satisfied with the results obtained. The 
advantage of consignment stocks consists also in the 
possibility of being able to sell the goods in sterling. 


Another equally important condition for develop- 
ing trade is the selection of reliable and efficient re- 
prese ntatives; in this respect British houses have not 
sufficiently imitated the example set to them by 
their German competitors. In all cases which have 
been breught to the notice of the Commercial 
Department the losses sustained by British firms in 
Poland have been due to the incautious selection of 
the firms to whom the goods were sold or to the 
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appointment of unreliable agents. This is most 
regrettable, as it discredits Polish business in Great 
Britain, and gives a wrong idea of the country and 
its business methods. 


TRADE WITH RUSSIA AND THE UKRAINE. 


It is believed, although no statistics are avail- 
able, that the volume of this trade increased con- 
siderably during 1922, in spite of the maintenance 
of the foreign. trade monopoly by the Russian 
Government, so that its character remained illegal. 
The conditions of the trade did not change. Pay- 
ment continued to be made in goods, foreign curren- 
cies and Polish marks, but no credits were granted, 
and roubles were not accepted in payment. A con- 
siderable proportion of the Polish goods entered the 
Ukraine via Roumania and Bessarabia, where, it 1s 
reported, a large number of Russian merchants who 
had pre-war business connections with Poland have 
established themselves. Polish goods are also find- 


ing their way to Russia via Galatz and the Black 
Sea ports. The complete denudation of Russia 


owing to the standstill of her industries has caused 
a great demand for all goods produced in Poland, 
but textiles, chemicals, hardware, nails, enamelled 
goods, agricultural machinery and petroleum range 
first amongst the Polish exports. The imports from 


Russia consisted in 1922 mostly of furs and flax.

COMMERCIAL ARBITRATION. 


A DRAFT PROTOCOL. 


In our issue of 26th October last we published an 
abstract of a Report by the Economic Committee of 
the League of Nations dealing with the obstacles 
which hinder the course of international trade. The 
subject of chief interest was, perhaps, a proposal 
that the States members of the League should adopt 
measures to encourage the use, and secure the prac- 
tical efficiency of clauses in private commercial con- 
tracts providing for arbitration. 

The proposals concerning Commercial Arbitration 
have now advanced a further stage. <A Protocol, 
of which we give below the official text, on the 
recognition of Arbitration Agreements has been pre- 
pared by the Keonomic Committee of the League ot 
Nations and circulated by the Council to the States 
members of the League. It has been intimated that 
at the next meeting of the Assembly of the League 
it is proposed to open this Protocol for signature by 
all the States that are able to accept it. 


TEXT OF PROTOCOL. 
The undersigned, being duly authorised, declare that they 


accept, on Lilie alf of the countries which they represent, the 
following provisions: 


i. The validity of an agreement to submit an existing 
difference to arbitration, or of an agreement in respect of 
future differences relating to commercial matters or to anv 
other matter capable of settlement by arbitration, by which 
the parties agree to submit to arbitration all or any differ- 
ences which may arise in connection with a contract, is 
recognised as between persons subject to the jurisdiction of 
different Contracting Parties, even if the arbitration is to 
take place in a country to whose jurisdiction none of the 
parties is subject. 

Kach Contracting Party reserves the right to limit the 
obligation mentioned above to contracts which are recog- 
nised as commercial by its own legislation. 

Any Contracting Party which avails itself of this right 
will notify the Secret tary-General of the League of Nations, 
in order that the other Contracting Parties may be so in- 
formed, 
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2. The arbitral procedure will be governed by the pro- 
visions of the contract and by the law of the country in 
whose territory the arbitration takes place. The Contract- 
ing Parties agree to facilitate all steps in the procedure 
which require to be taken in their own territories, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of their law governing arbitr al pro- 
cedure applicable to existing differences. 


Party undertakes that arbitral 
awards made in its own territory under the preceding 
articles shall be enforced by its authorities in accordance 
with the provisions of its national laws. 


3. Each Contracting 


Tribunals of the Contracting Parties which, on being 
seized a dispute regarding a contract between persons 
to whom Article 1 applies, recognise the existence in the 
contract of an arbitration agreement, whether referring to 
present or future differences, which is valid and capable of 
being put into force, shall, on the application of any of the 
parties, refer such parties to the decision of the arbitrators, 


The present Protocol, which shall remain open for sig- 
nature by all members of the League of Nations and by 
States willing to accede to it, shall be ratified. The ratifi- 
cation shall be deposited as soon as possible with the Secre- 
tariat of the League of Nations, the latter shall take the 
necessary steps to notify such ratifications to all the signa- 
tory Parties. 

The Protocol will come into force as soon as two ratifi- 
cations have been deposited with the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations. ‘Thereafter it will take effect in the 
case of each Contracting Party, on the date of the deposit 
f its ratification. 


(. The present Protocol] may be denounced by any Con- 
tracting Party on giving one year’s notice. Denunciation 
shall be effected by a notification in writing addressed to thi 
Secretary-General of the League who will immediately 
transmit copies of such notification to all the other Parties, 
and inform them of the date on which it was received. The 
denunciation shall take effect one year after the date on 
which it was notified to the Secretary-General, and shall 
operate only in respect of the notifying Party. 


The Contracting States may declare that their accept- 
ance of the present Protocol does not include any or all of 
the colonies, overseas possessions or protectorates under 
their sovereignty or authority, and they may subsequently 
adhere separately on behalf of any colony, overseas posses- 
sion or protectorate so excluded in their declaration. They 
mav also denounce the Protocol separately in accordance 
with its provisions, in respect of any colony, overseas 
possession or protectorate under their sovereignty or autho- 
rity.

COST OF LIVING IN BOMBAY. 


The Bombay Labour Office estimates that in 
April the average level of retail prices of all the 
commodities taken into account in the statistics of a 
cost of living index for the working classes in 
Bombay was about one point above the level of the 
previous month. ‘Taking 100 to represent the level 
in July, 1914, the index was approximately 154 in 
March and 155 in April, 1923. The general index 
is 20 per cent. below the high-water mark reached 
in October, 1920, 10 per cent. below the twelve- 
monthly average of 1921 and 5 per cent. below the 
twelve-monthly average of 1922. 





MALAYAN TRADE IN 


According to a review of trade conditions in the 
Federated Malay States during 1922, as presented 
in the Annual Report of the Federated Malay States 
Chamber of Commerce, the value of imports 
amounted to £9,177,704, and of exports’ to 
£16 313,560. 

During the greater part of the year there were 
few signs of a revival from the depressing trade con- 
ditions which set in during 1920, but towards the 
close, owing to the rise in the price of rubber and 
tin, prospects of improvement were evident. This 
was particularly the case in regard to the increased 
demand for mining supplies, stocks in the hands 


1922. 


of both importers and retailers being low. The 
small number of failures of Importance, as com- 


pared with a very large number in 1921, testifies to 
the sound manner in which dealers have conducted 
their operations during very difficult times. 

With regard to tin, the market followed a normal 
course, regulated by supply and demand. ‘The 
mining industrv, generally speaking, may be said 
to have adjusted its costs to the level of the price ot 
tin, and to have come through the year in a sound 
condition. Several new tin mining companies were 
Hoated. 

The minimum price of rubber was 234 cents per 
lb. (651d.), but with the introduction of legislation 
for compulsory restriction of export In November, 
the price at the close of the year stood at 474 cents 
per Ib. (Is. 13d.) for No. 1 sheet. The Report 
states that with the coming into force of compulsory 
restriction the whole atmosphere was changed for 
the producer, who accepted it generally in the right 
spirit, the incalculable gain of curtailed production 
overruling questions of individual assessment. 

With the possible exception of a few tons, the 
Malayan Collieries, Ltd., produced from their mine 
at Batu Arang all coal used during the year in the 
Federated Malay States.—J/alay States Informa- 
tion Agency, London. 





UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 
The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Trust Company, New York, has been 
advised, by cable, that weekly freight car loadings, 
at 974,531, mark a high record for the present year. 
(reneral trade conditions show improvement, though 
the jobbing trade is quiet and woollen goods and 
Wholesale trade conditions are irregular. The petro- 
leum output has declined, but is steady. The 
Wholesale index price of the Federal Reserve Board 
for April was 169 against 169 in March, 166 in 
February, and 165 in January.

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MOTOR CAR IMPORTS IN MARCH 
QUARTER. 

An interesting comparison may be drawn between the 
statistics for the import of motor cars, motor cycles and 
accessories into British Malaya during the first quarters of 
the years 1922 and 1923 respectively. 

The total value of imports under this heading during the 
first quarter of 1922 amounted to £75,665 and in the corre- 
sponding period of 1923 to £102,427. ‘To these totals 
imports from the United Kingdom, the Continent of 
Kurope and the United States of America contributed re- 
spectively in 1922, £37,657, £1,514 and £27,603; and in 
1923, £24,605, £18,111 and £53,077. 

A comparison of these figures points to the increasing 
competition of American motor cars with those manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom. In # country possessing ex- 
cellent motor roads such as are universal in British Malaya, 
the better built British motor car should be able to hold 
its position in competition with the cheaper but shorter- 
lived article manufactured in America.—Malay States 
lnformation Agency, London. . 





CANADA. 





RECENT BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 
(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
TORONTO. 

Reports from branch managers in different parts of the 
country received at the head office of the Imperial Bank ot 
Canada indicate that varying degrees of progress in business 
have been made throughout the Dominion. The complaint 
is general that the prolonged spell of unseasonable weather 
has been detrimental to trade, and has tended to delay 
agricultural operations in many sections. Generally speak- 
Ing, industry shows substantial improvement, while trade 
is slow on account of the reduced buying power of the 
farmer. 

In Ontario business has been quiet, although latterly some 
improvement is in evidence, due to the warmer weather. 
The late snowstorms have impeded operations in the north, 
especially in the woods. Manufacturing is fairly satisfac- 
tory, with steel and pulp and paper industries showing 
marked improvement. Unusual activity is promised in the 
mining field, which should react favourably upon a number 
of industries. 

In Quebec similar conditions prevail. There has been 
renewed activity in provisions, groceries and hardware, and 
shipments of these commodities have been made to north 
shore points. 

The season is backward in Manitoba, although conditions 
from an agricultural point of view are quite favourable. 
Recent advances in the price of wheat have resulted in 
more active movement of grain. There is a shortage of 
farm labour, and mechanics are well employed. Spring 
trade has been slow. There has been a similar movement 
of wheat in Saskatchewan, and with the approach of thie 
seeding period, a renewed demand for loans for the pur- 
chase of seed is in evidence. Business in the Province 1s 
‘“spotty.”’ In Alberta the season is reported to be some- 
what in advance of Saskatchewan. The condition of the 
soil is not favourable in all sections, as rains are needed in 
many districts. Receipts of the Calgary stock yards latterly 
have been light, with prices firm. Farmers in the Athabasca 
district are said to be going into mixed farming more ex- 
tensively. In British Columbia a general improvement 1s 
reported. Business in Vancouver is active, Mining and 
lumbering operations continue to expand. 


MAcHINERY TRADE OUTLOOK. 


The President of an important Canadian concern whose 
husiness is the manufacture and sale of machinery and 
equipment used by the industrial, railroad and mining com- 
panies and by farmers, recently stated that during the past 
year buying by those interests was largely confined to re- 
placements. Concerning the prospects this year, he stated 
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that with the expansion of buying power which has defi- 
nitely set in there is every reason to believe this year will 
record a return of prosperity on a most satisfactory scale. 
The outlook is one of great promise, sales for the first 
quarter running ahead of the same period a year ago by 
approximately 35 per cent. with the expense ratio greatly 
reduced, 
WHOLESALE AND Retart BuSINEss. 


Greater activity was evinced during the past month in 
both wholesale and retail circles in Canada. There has been 
a better movement of goods in the wholesale trade and the 
expectation is that this will increase as the season advances. 
The sorting trade has expanded in the past two weeks. 
Wholesalers in the aggregate are doing business up to the 
level of previous years. Considerable autumn buying is 
heing done. In retail circles there is more demand for 
seasonable goods. The enquiry has turned more to light 
clothing, but this movement is just beginning. The volume 
of business now being done by retailers is described as satis- 
factorv. Dry goods are moving better than has been the 
case latterly. 

INDEX NUMBER OF WHOLESALE PRICES. 


The index number of wholesale prices, constructed by 
Professor H. Michell, of McMaster University, Toronto, 
registered a decline of 1-7 per cent. during the month of 
April, the index standing at 176:2, as compared with 179-2 
tor March. This figure compares with 161-2 for April, 
1922, 270°2 for April, 1920, and 115°1 for April, 1914. 

The decline in prices in April was the first check in the 
rise Which had been in progress since last October. The 
falls in the foodstuffs are wholly seasonal, and it is to be 
anticipated that the set-back is temporary. 


THE EMPLOYMENT SITUATION AND OUTLOOK. 


Kmployment, as indicated in reports made to the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics by employers of labour, 
showed a fairly large reduction at the beginning of April, 
representing chiefly the merely temporary cessation of work 
over the Easter holidays, supplementing seasonal losses in 
logging. The lateness of the spring also had an unfavour- 
able influence upon the situation, delaying activity in the 
out-of-door industries. The contractions. which involved 
the release of over 20,000 persons, affected slightly more 
workers than did the declines recorded during the same 
period of 1922, but were rather less extensive than at the 
beginning of April, 1921. 

Speedy recovery was recorded in those two years, and it 
is anticipated that the next reports will show the favourable 
movement to have been resumed. Statements were tabu- 
lated from 6,705 firms with a combined payroll of 746,477 
persons, of whom 718,524 were actually working during the 
period under review, as compared with 738,877 workers at 
the beginning of March. 


INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Canadian Libbey Owens Glass Company, Hamilton, 
Ontario, a branch of an American firm, who are manufac- 
turers of sheet glass, have closed their Canadian works 
because, they have announced, of keen Belgian competition. 

The Welland Cotton Millis, Ltd., Welland, Ontario, have 
almost completed the installation of their machinery, and 
will be in a position by August to supply coarse yarns suit- 
able for the carpet, rug, hammock, and general knitting 
trade, 

The Dominion Combing Mills, Trenton, Ontario, put the 
first wool through their machinery during March. 

Between 35 and 40 independent canning factories are 
being amalgamated in Ontario with the Dominion Canners, 
Ltd. Some of the smaller factories are likely to be closed, 
the remaining works being operated at full capacity. The 
hew company in control will be called Canadian Canners, 
Ltd. They propose to pack enough’canned fruits and vege- 
tables to supply Canada at a price and quality that will 
increase consumption, which at present totals about three 
million cases per annum. The new company intend 
to raise it to five millions, and believe that they will 
be in a better position to meet the competition of other 
countries. Canadian export trade in canned goods has not 
been large and, with finer quality and better prices, the 
company believe they will be able to extend export business 
also. 

AMERICAN INVESTMENTS IN CANADIAN INDUSTRIES. 


The expansion of American investment in Canadian in- 
dustries has continued, the most important in April being 
the completion of negotiations whereby Armour and Com- 
pany, meat packers of Chicago, have become financially 1n- 
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terested in Gunns, Ltd., Canadian packers. The association 
of Armour and Company is expected to prove of value to 
Gunns, Ltd., and the Canadian livestock imterests. 

The Stanley Works of Canada, Ltd., controlling plants 
at Hamilton, Ontario, and Roxton Pond, Quebec, has been 
incorporated. The company is associated with the Stanley 
Works, New Britain, Connecticut. The combined Canadian 
mills produce a wide range of carpenters’ tools and wrought 
steel hardware. They operate their own rolling mills. 
Extensions will be made to the works at Hamilten which 
will make additional products now being manufactured by 
the Stanley Works at New Britain. 


Moror Car PRopvUCcTION. 


The demand for motor cars is good and the majority of 
Canadian works are busy with orders for the home and 
export markets. The proposed production of motor cars in 
Canada in 1923 is 130,000. 

With its factory operating to capacity the Ford Motor 
Company of Canada in the first quarter of the current year 
reached a production of 21,000 cars. This is 7,880 more 
than has ever been produced by the company in the first 
three months of any year, and 8,000 more than was pro- 
duced in the same period last vear. 


BvcILDING CONSTRUCTION. 


The course ot construction operations in Canada points to 
a period of expansion, For the first quarter of 1923 the 
value of construction contracts awarded throughout 
Canada, according Lo statistics compued by MacLean Build- 
ing Reports, Ltd., was 43,107,400 dols., compared with 
32,575,900 dols. in 1922. Building operations in January 
totalled 9,840,800 dols., in February 13,311,800 dols., and 
in March 19,954,800 dols. 

The tendency is toward increased activity in business and 
industrial building, the total for these two groups during 
the first quarter of 1923 amounting to 25,545,000 dols., 
compared with 10.748.900 dols. in 1922. Residential 
activity is slightly less than last year, with the building of 
better class homes in evidence. Building in Quebec has in- 
creased, the value of work started during the first quarter 
of 1923 amounting to 13,344,300 dols., compared with 
6,741,400 dols. last vear. 

Ontario continues to lead all the provinces, the value of 
new work started this vear so far amounting to 22,422,500 
dols., compared with 20,679,900 dols. during the same period 
of last vear. Building in the Western Provinces totals 
6.848.500 dols.. compared with 4,486,000 dols. last year. 
With building costs practically stabilised, a plentiful supply 
of mortgage money, efficient labour, and with the accumu- 
lated arrears of building postponed during the war, the 
prospects are bright. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 


TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN MARCH 
QUARTER. 

Reports recently to hand from the larger centres in the 
Union show that the first quarter of the eurrent year main- 
tained the progress made during the last three months of 
1922, states the ‘‘ Monthly Review ’’ of the Standard Bank 





of South Africa. Caution has been and still 1s beifig 
observed, but improving trade conditions are tending to 
stimulate a feeling of greater confidence. It must not be 


overlooked, however, that the position im South Afrtea ts 
largely dependent on the conditions obtaminyg elsewhere. 

As regards the United Kingdom, the féatures in the pre- 
sent situation are the upward movement in wholesale prices 
of raw materials. the diminution (though on a small seale) 
of unemplovment, and a plentiful supply of money at low 
rates of interest. The higher values ruling for both copper 
and tin should assist the mining of these ores in South 
Africa and ‘lead to an increased output. 

Locusts have recently caused much damage both to grow- 
ing crops and to the veldt in some districts, but to a large 
extent thev have been attacked and destroved while in the 
‘‘ voetganger ’’ stage, and fiving swarms have not been 
numerous. In areas where the rainfall has been exception- 
ally heavy, horse sickness is prevalent, while sheep are 
suffering from ‘ blaauwtong,’’ but it is hoped that hoth 
these diseases will disappear with colder weather. The 
absence of early frosts has assured a large maize erop. 

The building trade continues active, while loeal furniture 
factories are experiencing a larger demand for their out- 
put. Boot and shoe factories generally are fully employed, 
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and the outlook for the industry has improved owing to the 
increase of 10 per cent. in the duty on the imported article. 


SHrppine: THE BuNKER TRADE. 

Business has again been brisk at Cape Town Docks, the 
improvement in the bunker trade being well sustained. The 
total cargo handled during March amounted to 99,363 tons, 
as compared with 70,555 tons in March last year. A com- 
parison of the shipping returns of Table Bay for the first 
quarter of this year with the 0 period of 1922 
is made in the following statement :

It will be observed that the bunker trade has increased to 
the extent of 41,500 tons for the period, an average gain of 
nearly 14,000 tons per month. The increase of approxi- 
mately 37,000 tons in the amount of cargo landed points to 
the fact that merchants are replenishing their somewhat 
depleted stocks. Fresh and dried fruits are still prominent 
exports, while larger quantities of asbestos are now being 
dispatched to England, America and Australia.

CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 





INDUSTRIAL POSITION AND OUTLOOK. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
. PRAGUE. 

At a meeting of the Central Committee of the Federation 
of Czecho-Slovak Industrials on 4th May, 1923, Dr. F. 
Hodak, General Secretary of the Federation, made a report 
on the Industrial Position in Czecho-Slovakia, from which 
the following has been extracted: 

During March and April a few branches of industry 
showed an improvement, which, however, was only partial. 
Taken all round, employment is far below the normal leve!— 
proof of this is the fact that at the commencement of April 
the number of unemployed was 350,000. The number in 
receipt of relief from the State at the end of February was 
196,944, as against 180,000 on 15th March, and at the end 
of February 58,075 unemployed were receiving relief 
through the medium of industrial establishments, as against 
52,400 on 15th March. 


GLASS AND PORCELAIN. 


The decrease in the number of totally unemployed is very 
gradual, and, after eight months’ stagnation, only a small 
and partial improvement has taken place in the glass in- 
dustry, some ovens which were only in limited use now work- 
ing full capacity. On the other hand, the number of 
ovens extinguished has risen to 60. The window-glass 
branch shows only slight improvement, and 20 tanks and 
five ovens are idle. The bottle glass industry is working at 
less than 20 per cent. of capacity. The number of wholly 
unemployed porcelain workers at the end of March was 20 
per cent. of the total labour employed. The number of 
partially unemployed amounted to a further 10 per cent. 


Coat MIninG, IRon AND MACHINERY. 


A proof of the continuation of the unfavourable position 
of industry in general is furnished by the conditions in the 
coal districts. In the lignite districts the output in March 
was 9 per cent. lower than in the corresponding month last 
year. This was due not only to the cessation of exports but 
also to the reduction of home consumption following on the 
great scarcity of work in industry as a whole. Exports 
of coal reached the highest figure in the first half of March; 
from that date even the demand for coal by the home in- 
dustries has been declining; and, with the advent of warmer 
weather, the sales of household coal are diminishing. As a 
result the number of working days are again being reduced 
and stocks are accumulating. Only the demand for coke 
continues. 

The iron industry appears to have reached the end of the 
favourable period for the sale of pig and rolled iron, and 
new orders are very scarce. 

Conditions in machinery works are unfavourable. The 
position has not visibly changed since the end of last year, 
when it was ascertained that in 1922 no less than 25°87 per 
cent. of workmen were dismissed, while the total decline 
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in the output reached 38°80 per cent. Since then the output 
has improved a little, but only far enough to reduce the 
discrepancy between the lack of work and the number of 
dismissals ; in other words, the partially employed now have 
more work, 


TEXTILES: REVIVAL OF FOREIGN DEMAND. 


Conditions in the textile industry have improved a little, 
This is apparent trom the imports of raw materials, which 
in the last yr of 1922 were 20 per cent. of pre-war 
requirements, falling in January of this year to 13 per 
cent., but rising again in February to 29 per cent., and 
March to 46 per cent. The position, in so far as cotton 
goods are concerned, is rendered mure difficult owing to 
uncertainty as to the next cotton crop. Generally it may 
be said that Czecho-Slovak textile manutactures of quality 
are again in demand in the world’s markets, while the 
export of mass production articles is handicapped by thie 
high costs of production. The particularly unfavourable 
position of the linen industry is due to special reasons. 


MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 


The output in the tanning industry is again being re- 
duced owing to prices of raw materials continually rising, 
which make purchases uncertain. 

The position in the food industry is very unfavourable. 
Paste factories have stopped production altogether, while 
the canning of fish is only carried on in a small way. 
Export is negligible, and sales in the home market, especi- 
ally of coffee substitutes and liqueurs, have come to a stop. 
No brandy has been distilled for a whole year. Preserved 
fruit and fruit juices have hardly any sale. The position ot 
the chocolate and sweetmeat factories is continually getting 
worse, as their number is always being added to, so that the 
supply exceeds the demand. 

The crisis in the milling industry has lately reached such 
a pitch that a large number of commercial mills have al- 
ready closed down and have dismissed their workmen. 
Some of the mills are selling their installation and 
machinery.

FINLAND. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN MARCH QUARTER. 

According to statistics published by the Official Statistical! 
Bureau in Finland the imports from the United Kingdom 
during the March quarter amounted in value to £846,590, 
as compared with £591,916 and £1,145,520 respectively in 
the corresponding quarters of 1922 and 1921. The total 
imports from all sources during the same periods amounted 

£4,882,121, £2,713,090 and £3,534,377 respectively. 

The principal imports from the United Kingdom included 
textiles (textile fabrics, spinning materials, yarns and cord- 
age and other textile goods), metals and metal goods, 
cereals and products thereof, stones and earths and wares 
thereof, Colonial produce and spices, asphalt, tar, resin, 
indiarubber and articles thereof, oils, fats, wax and articles 
thereof, fruits and plants, chemical elementary substances 
and compounds thereof and medicines, machinery and appli- 
ances, and hides, skins, leather goods and furs. The follow- 
ing table sets out the values of these principal imports:

Export TRADE. 


Exports to the United Kingdom in the March quarter 
amounted in value to £1,110,706, as compared with £708,922 
and £489,015 respectively in the March quarters of 1922 and 
1921. The total exports to all countries during these three 
periods amounted to £2,798,962, £2,571,054 and £1,211,357 
respectively. 

The principal exports included pulp, pulpboards and 
paper, animal foodstuffs, timber and wood goods, matches, 
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etc., hides and skins, and tinned and canned goods. The

RE-SHIPMENT TRADE OF HOKKAIDO. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
HAKODATE. 

Published statistics of the direct foreign trade of indivi- 
dual Japanese ports by no means convey a true idea of the 
actual quantities of foreign merchandise consumed in Hok- 
kaido and of Hokkaidéd produce shipped overseas. The 
other factors which require to be considered are, firstly, the 
indirect imports and exports, and, secondly, the ‘‘ re- 
shipped ”’ trade. 

The indirect imports and exports pass through the 
Customs at Yokohama, Kobé and one or two other ports in 
Southern Japan, and in the absence of comprehensive 
statistics relating to the coasting trade of Japan very 
approximate estimates of the quantity of goods involved can 
he made for certain items only, such as green peas, potato 
starch, and a few other commodities of which nearly the 
whole Japanese output comes from Hokkaido. 

The term ‘‘ re-shipped trade ”’ is used to denote the ship- 
ment overseas of goods of foreign origin from bonded 
temporary warehouses in which they were stored on first 
arrival in the country without being treated as imports for 
Customs purposes. So far as Hokkaido is concerned, these 
re-shipped goods are all either supplies for or produce 
from the fishing and barter trade carried on along the 
Pacific coast of Russia. The ports taking part in this 
trafic are Hakodate and Otaru, and a large number of 
small vessels are kept in constant commission for the pur- 
pose from spring to autumn, but the statistics which are 
given below must not be considered merely from the point 
of view of the entrepot trade of the ports; they must also 
be taken as showing a local demand for foreign good which 
is not revealed in any published returns; the goods re- 
shipped to Kamtschatka, etc., may, in fact, be regarded 
as true foreign imports into Hokkaido, since they supply 
industries to a great extent built up on Hokkaido capital 
and labour, and in the same way the re-shipments of 
marine products and furs forming the proceeds of these 
industries may justly be considered as Hokkaido exports.

The variation in the quantities of salt re-shipped from 
year to year does not, of course, indicate a corresponding 
variation in the demand for foreign salt. In 1922 there 
was a direct import to Hakodate from foreign countries of 
some 100 million Ib., nearly all of which was re-exported 
for the fisheries, while in 1921 the direct import was under 
20 million Ib. Re-shipments were comparatively small last 
year on account of a decision announced by the Monopoly 
Bureau before the commencement of the season that all 
foreign salt to be landed in Japan must henceforth be im- 
ported by it. The operation of this order was, however, 
suspended early in the summer, and has not been resumed. 
The sources of supply of foreign salt in 1922 (direct im- 
ports and re-shipments combined) totalled approximately 
134 million Ilb., as follows:-

The use of German salt is reported to have proved an 
unsatisfactory experiment on account of its tendency to 
cake, and it is anticipated that in the coming season 
British salt will again be in demand for the higher class 
products. 

MISCELLANEOUS RE-SHIPMENTS. 

The re-shipment of tin-plate is for one of the canning con- 
cerns which makes its own cans on the spot in Kamt- 
schatka. 

The cans for the other salmon-packing stations are now 
mostly made in bond from imported tin-plate at the Hokkai 
Can-making and Warehousing Company’s factory in Otaru., 
The bulk of the tin-plate is from the United States 

In addition to the quantities of canned salmon re-shipped 
after temporary storage at Hakodate, several shiploads are 
taken in most years direct from Kamtschatka to the 
United Kingdom. ‘The weight of the annual combined 
pack of all the canneries is upwards of 30 million Ib. 

Competition is getting keener every year in the business 
of collecting furs from the natives in exchange for the 
necessities and minor luxuries of life, for which they are 
almost entirely dependent on the visits of traders. Most 
of the skins are taken direct to America.

justified by conditions to-day. 
business policies are proceeding with intelligent caution, 
making skilful use of improved facilities for learning the 
facts of the situation and shaping their courses accordingly. 

As a result, states the National Bank of Commerce in 
New York, there is reason to believe that the danger of over- 
production and of inflation of prices and of wages by bid- 
ding for available supplies is past for the time being. The 
prices of leading raw materials have receded somewhat, and 
further declines in some commodities should occasion no 
surprise. 

The expected check to building operations because of un- 
duly high costs of labour and materials has occurred, and In 
the textile industries, in iron and steel and in manufac- 
tures generally a smaller volume of forward orders is being 
booked. Retail trade is excellent, with occasional local 
exceptions. There is little evidence of accumulation of 
stocks of finished goods at any point from the manufacturer 
to the consumer. 


THe CHECK PRODUCTION. 

The check to production which has taken place is whole- 
some. In part it is seasonal. To a greater extent it Is the 
result of widespread realisation that a considerable part of 
the output of recent months has been absorbed building 
up depleted stocks to a point where they bear a fair relation 
to the present rate of consumption in the United States. 
From this time output must be absorbed primarily by cur- 
rent requirements. Confidence in the outlook is justified, but 
business men generally recognise that their hopes can be 
realised only by careful testing of the consuming markets 
and by skiiful adjustment of output and of prices to 
demand. 

The only ultimate safeguard to the business of the coun- 
try is the consensus of judgment of producers, merchants 


* 
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and financiers. They have already proved that they are 
competent io remember the lessons of 1920, and they are 
prepared to guard against the excesses of rising prices and 
other inflationary tendencies. Movements and utterances 
calculated to further warn against such tendencies are no 
longer needed, and they might even so undermine confidence 
as to hamper sound business. Underlying conditions are 
sound and the outlook is promising. 





LATIN AMERICA. 


URUGUAY. 
FINANCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL PROBLEMS. 


The two problems which Uruguay has to face to-day are 
the state of thg national finances and the industrial depres- 
sion which is so seriously affecting the Republic. The con- 
tinuance of the depression of trade, which has been more or 
less universal since 1920, inevitably involves Uruguay, states 
the British Vice-Consul at Montevideo, in his Annual 
Report.* 

It is true that the wool season opened favourably and the 
market remained firm and even improved, but it was an 
alleviation and not a remedy of the situation, since the 
prosperity of this pastoral country depends upon its meat 
industry. Uruguay depends very largely upon the Euro- 
pean market for the disposal of her meat, and the difficulty 
experienced in placing this staple product of the country 
has been the chief obstacle to a return to better conditions. 
Adverse exchanges, falling off of revenue and consequent 
additional taxation are conditions which make immediate 
_——- impossible. Nevertheless, Uruguay is economically 
sound in all essentials, and there is no doubt that she will 
react snide to any amelioration in economic conditions in 
Kurope. The financial difficulties with which the country 
is at present struggling will then be automatically reduced.

Tue FINANCIAL PosIrion, 

The financial situation of the country is still such that 
there appears to be no other remedy than to resort to a 
foreign loan, and sanction has, in effect, been sought for a 
loan of 10 million dols., or the equivale nt in sterling or 
United States dollars, on the grounds that the large deficit 
for the financial year 1921-22, which, according to calcula- 
tions, amounts approximately to 7,500,000 dols., must be 
covered, as well as part of the financial obligations of the 
fiscal year to 30th June last, the revenue and expenditure 
of which are still unbalanced. A loan of 10 million dols. 
would enable the Treasury to wipe out past deficits and to 
meet the obligations which will arise during the coming 
year. 

Sanction was given for the negotiation of short term loans 
to the amount of 5,500,000 dols. (Uruguayan gold) at a 
maximum interest of 6 per cent., and in December, 1922, 
advantage was taken of this authority to place Treasury 
Bills to the extent of 2,250,000 dols., of which 1,000,000 dols. 
ras supplied by the Italo-Belga Bank for six months at 
5 per cent., 750,000 dols. by the Italian Bank, and 500,000

directed to the redemption of the Treasury Bills of 1,000,000 
dols. discounted by the Italo-Belga Bank in July, 1922, and 
to the liquidation of the Government’s current account at 
the Bank of the Republic relating to the fiscal year 1921-22, 
which amounts to 1,871,820 dols. There remains a further 
amount of 2,300,000 dols. for Treasury Bills outstanding. 
These short term loans will be paid off as soon as the 
external loan for the equivalent of 10 million dols. (Urugua- 
yan gold) has been effected. 


INDUSTRY AND PRODUCTION. 


The basis of the whole of the politicai economy of Urugu: Ly 
is the meat trade, since in an average season the country 
only produces just sufficient cereals for her own use and 

cannot therefore be considered an agricultural as well as a 
cattle-producing country, as is the case with Argentina and 
Brazil. The fall in the value of exported meat has natur- 
ally engaged the serious attention of the Government for 
some time past, and various proposals have been made to 
deal with the situation. At the beginning of the year it 
was proposed to send delegation to Europe in order to 
study conditions in the different countries where a market 
for Uruguayan products exists. In this connection it is 
understood that a syndicate has been formed in Spain with 
the object of importing Uruguayan cattle into Spain by way 
of experiment. The sum of 5,000 dols. was voted to defray 
the expenses of the dispatch of cattle and sheep to be shown 
at the exhibition Madrid. Another suggestion was that 
special credits in favour of foreign countries should be estab- 
lished. 

Karly in the year a resolution was passed by the Urugua- 
yan Congress removing the export duties on live cattle and 
sheep for a period of two years as from 9th June, 1922. The 
State banks have done all in their power to assist cattle 
breeders. Nevertheless, many farmers are in severe finan- 
cial straits owing to their having to meet the interest on 
the overdrafts, and in many cases the overdrafts themselves. 
with which a large proportion of their cattle was purchased. 

The lack of interest in fine stock appears to have become 
accentuated. This is mainly due to the diminished demand 
for meat and stock products. In Uruguay marked prefer- 
ence is shown for Hereford cattle; the Durham breed is also 
well known, but the demand is comparatively small for 
shorthorn pedigree stock. As regards sheep, the Romney 
Marsh is sought after. The buyer of pedigree sheep 
frequently gives far more attention to the quality of the 
wool than to the build of the animal. The Lincoln breed 
also enjoys a certain popularity. 

During the war, and for a year or two after, while the 
boom in trade lasted, the value of cattle rose and large 
profits were made. Owing, however, to the rapid falling 
off of the demand during the last two years, the market is 
stagnant and the camps have become over-stocked. More- 
over, during the war the standard of cattle was allowed 
deteriorate owing to the heavy demand for the inferior 
quality required for the production of ‘ bully-beef.’’ 

Uruguayan wool has fetched unusually high prices this 
season, and there has been keen competition on the market 
for its purchase by exporters for the United States. 

The general state of the flocks was better than last vear, 
and in view of no wool having been left from last vear’s 
clippings, and of the general increase in prices, the new clip 
sold very rapidly. One cause of this was probably an anti- 
cipated shortage of fine wool for the next twelve months. 

The results of the last harvest (1921-22) were very satis- 
factory as regards both quantity and quality and the prices 
obtained. The agriculturist is therefore in a better posi- 
tion than the stock-raiser to face the relatively inferior 
production of 1922-23, especially in wheat. The following 
table gives the area under cultivation and the amount of 
the harvest for the chief cereals cultivated :

The wheat harvest was, with the exception of 1917-15, 
the best both in quantity and quality that the country has 
experienced for very many years. The area sown was 45,396 
hectares larger than in 1920-21, and the yield per hectare 
in 1921-22 was 823 kilogs. The increase in area culti- 
vated contributed to the excellence of the harvest, but ths 
was primarily due to the very favourable weather conditions 
which obtained. Moreover disease was very limited. 
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As regards the 1922-23 harvest, of which the threshing 
has commenced, it is estimated that the yield will be about 
one-third of the last, or about 100,000 tons. The exception- 
ally wet winter interrupted sowing, and the succeeding 
drought did not improve matters. It is not expected that 
there will be either wheat or maize available for exportation. 

MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 


In December, 1923, an exhibition of Uruguayan indus- 


tries 1s to be held in Montevideo, organised by the ‘ Socie- 
dad Industrial Uruguaya.’’ The postponement trom 


December, 1922, is reported to be due to the unsatisfactory 
period through which industry and commerce are passing. 

There has been an increase of building activity during 
the past year, and during the first eleven months 3,604 
permits for building were taken out. Extensive drainage 
works are being carried out in the residential quarters, and 
further schemes on a large scale are projected for Monte- 
video and also for Durazno, Florida, Fray Bentos and Real 
de San Carlos in the interior. ) 

[t is stated that the 1922 yield of by-products of the seal- 
ing industry of Maldonado will far surpass that of the pre- 
ceding year, and will be greater than any yield for many 
years past. The sealing industry of Uruguay has become a 
valuable source of revenue to the COUnTrY, so much so that 
in October last the Government appointed a Commission to 
study the present mode of working and to suggest improve- 
ments for increasing the vield with a view to the national- 
isation of the industry. The tugs arrived in December with 
the season’s catch, bringing 2,600 fine sealskins, 4,000 
ordinary skins, and over 20 tons of seal oil. 

Montevideo is made the anchorage during the winter 
months of the various flotillas owned by British and Scan- 
dinavian firms whaling in the South Atlantic. The results 
of the last season were very successful, viz., 76,900 barrels

CANADA. 


ASBESTOS PRODUCTION: MARKETS AND 
COMPETITORS. 

Some interesting comments as to the production of 
asbestos and its market were made at the recent annual 
meeting of the Asbestos Corporation of Canada by the pre- 
sident of the company. Unsettled conditions in Europe are 
affecting adversely exports of Canadian asbestos. This 
applies especially to Germany, which in the past has been 
one of Canada’s best customers. Shipments now are rela- 
tively small. Most of the manufacturers are not running 
their plants and the remainder are operating for only a few 
months of the year. In Austria the majority of the ‘shingle 
factories have been shut down for six months, and in Hun- 
gary the same condition prevails, and it is not anticipated 
that sales will increase unless there is a decided change in 
political affairs. 

The importation of asbestos in Germany amounted last 
year to 8,500 tons, of which Canada supplied over 5,000 
tons. In the United Kingdom, France and Belgium there 
has been more activity, and these countries are purchasing 
a considerable portion of their requirements from Rhodesia. 

Russia is again commencing production and is entering 
the market to a limited extent. It was stated by the pre- 
sident of the Canadian company that, offsetting the diff- 
culties of mining and transportation in Russia, the basis 
of wages paid for labour at present is 7 dols. a month, that 
Rhodesia is paying labour 30 cents a day, while Canadian 
labour receives 3 dols. per day. 








MARKETS FOR LEAD AND ZIN 
(from H.M, Trade Commissioner.)

TORONTO. 


An interesting passage in the recent financial statement 
of the Consolidated Mining and Smelting Company of 
Canada, Ltd., refers to the condition of the markets for 
lead and zinc, and the prospects for prices over the year. 
It is pointed out that a large percentage of the 1922 con- 
sumption of lead was in the manufacture of paint, lead- 
covered cable and storage batteries, and there was nothing 
in the present situation to indicate a decline in_ the 
activities of these industries. 

Prices over the first quarter of 1923 have been higher than 


during the last quarter of 1922, the report continues, and 
while the present level may not be fully maintained, satis- 


factory rates should prevail throughout the year. 

World production of zine in 1922 was 50 per cent. greater 
than for 1921, but consumption also was much stronger, 
with the result that the substantial stocks of a year ago 
have disappeared. Visible stocks to-day are below normal, 
and as production in 1923 is not likely to exceed consump- 
tion there is reason to expect that good prices will continue.

DETAILS OF THE BUDGET RESOLUTIONS. 


Memorandum No. 32 issued by the Canadian Department 
of Customs and Excise contains details of the Budget Reso- 
lutions introduced into the Canadian Parliament on 11th 
May, 1923. 

The conditions under which the 10 per cent. discount is to 
be allowed on the duties leviable on British goods which are 
subject to a duty in excess of 15 per cent. ad valorem are 
set out in Resolution No. 1 which is printed below. 

Resolution No. 2 specifies the conditions which must be 
fulfilled for the purpose of concluding a reciprocal trade 
Agreement between Canada and the United States. 


The text of these Resolutions is as follows :— 


1. Resolved. that the Customs Tariff, 1907, be amended 


hy repealing Section 5, and substituting therefor the follow- 
Ing :— 


That the importer of goods entitled to the benefits of the 
British Preferential Tariff shall be entitled to a discount of 10 
per centum on the amount of duty computed under such Tariff, 
when such goods are conveyed without transhipment from a port 
of a country enjoving the benefits of the British Preferential 
Tariff into a sea or river port of Canada. 

Provided, however, that this discount shall not apply to 
duties on any of the following articles, viz. : wines, malt 
liquors, spirits, spirituous liquors, liquid medicines and articles 
containing alcohol, sugar, tobacco, cigars and cigarettes. 

Provided further that this discount shall not apply in the case 
in which the duty does not exceed 15 per centum ad valorem, 
or, in the case of a specific duty or a specific and ad valorem 
duty combined in which the computed rate does not exceed 
15 per centum ad valorem, or te goods admitted into Canada 
which have the benefit of reductions provided for in the Canada- 
West Indies Trade Agreement, 1920. 


2. Resolved. that the Customs Tariff, 1907, be further 
amended by adding after Section 8a the following as Sec- 
tions 8B and &c: 


sp. The Governor in Council may authorise any Minister of 
the Crown to enter into negotiations with any authorised repre- 
sentative of the Government of the United States with a view 
to the making of a re agreement between the two coun- 
tries on terms that may be deemed mutually beneficial. Any 
agreement so made sh: Jl be sub ject to the approve al of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada. 

. If the President of the United States, under authority of 
the United States Tariff Act of 1922, determines to reduce by 
50 per cent. the duties imposed by such Act on the following 
articles, that is to say: 

Cattle; wheat; wheat flour; oats; barley; potatoes; onions; 
turnip; hay; fish as enumerated Paragraphs 717, 718, 719 and 
720 of the said Tariff Act of 1922, the Governor in Council may 
by Order in Council make such reductions of duties on similar 
_— imported into Canada from the United States as may 
be deemed reasonable by way of compensation for such reduc- 
tions on Canadian products imported into the United States. 


Resolution No. 3 introduces the following amended items 
and new items of the Customs Tariff, with effect from 12th 
May, 1923. It will be seen that item 710 (BB) provides for 
reduced duties on coverings for machinery, and for an in- 


creased preference on such goods when entered under the

Sates Tax. 


It is also proposed in the Resolutions to introduce a 
measure to amend in several respects the Special War 
Revenue Act, 1915. With regard to the levy of the Sales 
Tax which is provided for under that Act and its subse- 
quent amendments, it is proposed to make the following 
changes in the method of callecting the tax. In this connec- 
tion a telegram has been received from H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in Canada to the effect that in accordance 
with a later Resolution the proposed changes will not be- 
come operative until lst January, 1924. 


The clauses of the Resolution relating to the Sales Tax are 
as follows :— 

That the existing provisions respecting tax on sales be 
amended by providing for the imposition of a consumption 
or sales tax of 6 per centum on the sale price of all goods 
produced or manufactured in Canada, including the amount 
of Excise duties when the goods are sold in bond, the tax 
to be payable by the producer or manufacturer at the time 
of the sale thereof by him, and of a like tax upon the 
duty paid value of imported goods, the tax to be payable 
by the importer, or transferee who takes the goods out of 
bond, at the time when the goods are imported or taken out 
of warehouse for consumption, subject to the following con- 
ditions, that is to say: 


(1) A manufacturer or producer who anh wisk'y goods to 
the value of 10,000 dols. or more during any fiscal vear shall 
take out an annual license, the fee therefor not to exceed 
2 dols.; the Minister may direct that a manufacturer or 
producer _ who does not manufacture or produce goods to the 

value of 10,000 dols. a year, and who uses a substantial 
portion of goods which are exempt from the tax in the 
manufacture of goods which are liable to the tax, shall take

An Order-in-Council, dated 25th April, 1923, prohibits, as 
from Ist June, 1923, the keeping of intoxicating liquor in 
the Province of Manitoba for export and the exportation 
of such liquor therefrom by persons other than licensed 
brewers and distillers.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


PROPOSED REDUCTION OF IMPORT DUTY 
ON CERTAIN LEATHER. 

A telegram has been received from H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner at Cape Town to the effect that a Bill has been intro- 
duced into the Union Parliament providing for the reduc- 
tion of the import duty on the following kinds of leather 
in the piece to 3 per cent. ad valorem in the case of foreign 
leather and for the free-admission of such leather when of 
United Kingdom manutacture : 

(1) Calf, being whole skins, provided that the measure- 
ment of a dozen whole skins does not exceed 144 
square feet, that no single skin exceeds 12} square 
feet, and that the f.o.b. price is not less than Is. 3d. 
per square foot in the case of black calf and Is. 6d. 
per square foot in the case of coloured calf 

(2) Glacé kid, being whole skins, provided that the 
measurement of a dozen whole skins does not exceed 
72 square feet, that no single skin exceeds 6} square 
feet, and that the f.o.b. price is not less than Is. 3d. 
per square foot in the case of black glacé kid, and 
ls. Gd. per square foot in the case of coloured glace 
kid. 

(3) Suede velour velvet finish leathers, excluding those 
made from splits, goat or sheepskins and chamois 
leather, provided that the measurement of a dozen 
whole skins does not exceed 120 square feet, that no 
single skin exceeds 10} square feet, and that the 
f.o.b. price is not less than Is.

The telegram adds that it is proposed that no leathers 
shall be entered under the above items unless they are full 
or straight chrome tanned. 





PROHIBITION OF IMPORTATION AND 
SALE, ETC., OF ADULTERATED LEATHER. 
The Board of Trade have received particulars of an Act 
recently passed in the Union of South Africa regarding the 
prohibition of the importation, sale, ete., of adulterated 
leather in the Union. 
The Act prohibits the sale and manufacture of adulter- 
ated leather in the Union and also the importation into the 
Union of adulterated leather or soles of footwear of adul- 
terated leather, or boots or shoes of which the soles are made 
of such leather. 
‘ Adulterated leather ’’ is defined to mean sole leather 
and leather which (in the piece) is sold or bought by weight 
and also the leather soles of footwear when the leather con- 
tains any barium or lead compound, or :— 
(a) If vegetable tanned— 

(i) more than 2} per cent. of mineral ash; or 

(ii) more than 2 per cent. of glucose.

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(6) If mineral tanned— 


(i) More than 2 per cent. of mineral ash other than 
the mineral tanning agent; or 


(ii) more than 3 per cent. of glucose. 


(c) If combination tanned 


(i) More than 2 per cent. of mineral ash other than 
the minera] tanning agent; or 
(ii) more than 1} per cent. of glucose. 


The Governor-General is empowered to add to or withdraw 
from the list of these substances or to vary the percentage 
thereof. 

The Act authorises any Officer of the Department of 
Customs to take from any imported leather, a sample for 
analysis by a chemist of the public service in a Government 
Chemical Laboratory ; ; and if the leather is found to be adul- 
terated, provision is made for its disposal in such a manner 
as the Commissioner of Customs may direct.

GENERAL EXPORT LICENCE FOR 
CERTAIN GOODS. 
The following is a translation of a Proclamation issued on 
19th May by the Reich Commissioner for Export and 
Import Licences, which makes provision for the export, as 
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from 27th May of certain goods from Germany under a 
General Export Licence : — 


§ 1.—I hereby authorise, as a general measure, and 
under the following conditions, the export of goods in- 
cluded in Categories I. to XIX. of the Customs Tariff, 
which are specified in Annex A to this Proclamation : — 


(1) The price is to be fixed in the foreign currencies 
specified in § 2 or in other valuta of stable value which 
may be recognised by me. 


(2) At least 40 per cent. of the value of the goods in the 
foreign currencies specified in § 2 is to be delivered 
to the Reichsbank immediately after receipt, in accord- 
ance with the Bank’s usual business conditions. 


(3) Instead of the export licence which has hitherto 
been necessary, the exporter is to forward with the export 
consignment a declaration, in the form shown in Annex 
‘ B,” concerning compliance with the conditions referred 
to in § § (1) and (2) (De visenablieferungse rhlarung). 


§ 2.—The currencies of the following countries are 
accepted : 

England, Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Holland, Swit- 
verland, France, Luxemburg, Belgium, Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, Finland, Czecho-Slovakia, United States of 
America, Canada, South America, Central America. 
Japan, China, Persia, Egypt, and the Colonies and Pro- 
tectorates of these countries. 


§ 3.—The condition as to delivery of a minimum of 40 
per cent. in foreign currency does not apply 


(a) to export transactions carried out by dealers where 
the German supplier of the exported goods is paid in 
foreign currency, and 


(4) to that portion of the export price which is withheld 
in virtue of British Law (Reparation Recovery Act). 


§ 4.—-I reserve the right to grant in general, or in in- 
dividual cases, exceptions from the above provisions, and in 
particular, to recognise currencies other than those specified 
in § 2. 


§ 5 [deals with penalties for evasion of the present 
regulations. |

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
MARKING OF IMPORTED 
HANDKERCHIEFS. 

A recent Circular issued by the United States Treasury 
Department (T.D. 39510) lays down the following modified 
instructions relating to the marking of handkerchiefs to in- 
dicate the country of origin, as required by Section 304 (a) 
of the United States Tariff Act, 1922:.- 

Finished Handkerchiefs.—Handkerchiefs imported in a 
finished condition, ready for sale to the trade, will be re- 
garded as sufficiently marked when each dozen or any less 
number of such articles are enclosed with a paper strap or 
ribbon which is printed or labelled to indicate the country 
Of origin. 

Unfinished Handkerchiefs. Handkerchiefs) which are 
imported in an unfinished condition, and which are intended 
to be further manufactured or improved by any process 
before being placed upon the market for sale to the trade, 
may be admitted to delivery when the packages containing 
the same are marked to indicate the country of origin. 

This supersedes the ruling given at page 150 of the issue 
of this ‘! Journal ”’ for Ist February. 





IMPORTATION OF SEED RICE. 

H.M. Commercial Secretary at Washington has forwarded 
a Notice, issued by the United States Department Ol Agri- 
culture, announcing that the Federal Horticultural Board 
will hold a public hearing at Washington, on 11th June, to 
consider the advisability of prohibiting the importation into 
the United States of America of seed or paddy rice from all 
foreign countries, on account of the prevalence of injurious 
plant diseases and insect pests. All persons interested in the 
matter may appear at the hearing and be heard either in 
person or ly attorney. It is not intended to restrict or 
regulate in any manner the movement into the United 
States of milled and brown rice for consumption purposes.
